U.S.  Export  Sales  Highlights

This  summary  is  based  on  reports  from  exporters  for  the  period  August  6  -  August  12,  1982. 

Wheat:  The  week's  net  increase  in  sales  of  456,100  metric  tons  (MT)  was  22  percent  below  a 
week  earlier.  Sales  of  hard  red  spring  (227,100  MT)  along  with  hard  red  winter  (187,600  MT) 
accounted  for  nearly  all  of  the  increase.  The  major  increase  in  spring  wheat  of  48,200  MT  by 
Israel  was  nearly  offset  by  reductions  in  their  hard  red  winter  purchases  (39,000  MT).  Other 
significant  purchases,  mainly  hard  red  winter,  were  to  Chile  (64,700  MT),  Colombia 
(47,200  MT),  and  Peru  (46,200  MT).  Exports  of  810,900  MT  went  mainly  to  China  (187,700  MT), 
Brazil  (124,200  MT),  Japan  (75,700  MT),  and  Egypt  (71,800  MT). 

Corn:  Sales  increases  of  264,200  MT  for  the  current  marketing  year  (MY)  and  630,000  MT  for 
the  next  MY  were  down  10  percent  from  the  combined  total  of  a  week  earlier.  Belgium,  with  a 
52,600  MT  increase,  was  the  principal  destination  for  the  current  MY,  while  the  major 
increases  for  the  next  MY  were  to  China  (270,000  MT),  the  German  Democratic  Republic 
(135,000  MT),  Japan  (122,100  MT),  and  Spain  (70,000  MT).  Exports  of  664,600  MT  nearly 
duplicated  the  week  earlier  level  and  were  primarily  to  Japan  (254,100  MT),  Spain 
(87,900  MT),  and  Belgium  (52,600  MT). 

Sorghum:  Sales  activity  was  weak  with  a  net  increase  of  42,400  MT.  Increases  to  Japan 
(51,600  MT),  Venezuela  (25,500  MT),  Cyprus  (22,500  MT),  and  Mexico  (20,300  MT)  were  partially 
offset  by  a  decrease  of  78,200  MT  in  unknown  destinations.  Most  of  the  week's  exports  of 
121,000  MT  were  to  Venezuela  (72,000  MT)  and  South  Korea  (45,700  MT). 

Barley:  The  net  increase  in  sales  of  19,500  MT  resulted  from  purchases  by  Belgium  of 
16,000  MT  and  Taiwan  of  3,500  MT.  No  exports  were  reported. 

Rice:  The  week's  sales  activity  of  156,400  MT  was  primarily  to  Belgium  (79,700  MT),  the 
Republic  of  South  Africa  (15,500  MT),  Canada  (10,400  MT),  and  Sierra  Leone  (10,300  MT). 
Exports  of  96,200  MT  went  mainly  to  South  Korea  (30,500  MT),  the  Republic  of  South  Africa 
(15,500  MT),  and  Iraq  (13,400  MT). 

Soybeans:  The  net  increase  in  sales  of  228,700  MT  was  76  percent  above  the  prior  week  and 
36  percent  above  the  4-week  average.  Unknown  destinations  led  the  sales  with  111,400  MT, 
followed  by  Japan  (34,200  MT),  Romania  (27,300  MT),  Brazil  (25,400  MT),  and  Poland 
(25,000  MT).  The  net  increase  in  sales  for  the  next  MY,  beginning  Sept.  1,  of  319,200  MT  was 
the  result  of  increases  to  the  Netherlands  (61,500  MT),  Japan  (56,100  MT),  Spain  (53,300  MT), 
unknown  destinations  (50,800  MT),  and  various  other  countries  contributing  lesser  amounts. 
Exports  of  328,300  MT  were  slightly  below  last  week's  level  but  2  percent  above  the  4-week 
average.  The  major  destinations  were  Japan  (109,200  MT),  Israel  (48,600  MT),  Italy 
(31,500  MT),  and  Romania  (27,300  MT). 

Soybean  Cake  and  Meal :  The  net  increase  in  sales  of  48,200  MT  was  22  percent  above  last 
week's  total  and  almost  three  times  larger  than  the  4-week  average.  A  net  reduction  of 
30,300  MT  was  reported  for  unknown  destinations  while  the  major  increases  were  to  Italy 
(47,700  MT)  and  the  Netherlands  (21,300  MT).  The  net  increase  in  sales  for  the  next  MY, 
beginning  Oct.  1,  was  50,900  MT,  with  the  Netherlands  (29,600  MT)  and  unknown  destinations 
(21,200  MT)  the  primary  destinations.  Exports,  at  108,400  MT,  were  the  largest  in  the  past 
8  weeks  and  70  percent  above  the  4-week  average.  Italy  (42,700  MT)  and  the  Netherlands 
(40,200  MT)  were  the  primary  export  destinations. 

Soybean  Oil :  The  net  increase  of  22,700  MT  was  the  result  of  major  activity  recorded  by 
Bangladesh  (11,000  MT)  and  Pakistan  (10,000  MT).  Exports  were  a  record  level  for  this  MY  at 
72,100  MT.  The  primary  destinations  were  Pakistan  (46,600  MT)  and  Bangladesh  (12,000  MT). 

Cotton:  Activity  for  the  current  MY  resulted  in  a  net  increase  of  66,200  running  bales 
(RB) .  The  major  buyer  was  South  Korea  (48,000  RB),  followed  by  Japan  (7,700  RB).  Exports 
were  69,500  RB,  with  86  percent  going  to  Asian  destinations  and  7  percent  to  European 
destinations. 

Hides  and  Skins:  The  net  increase  in  sales  totaled  340,700  pieces,  of  which  whole  cattle 
hides  accounted  for  308,000  pieces.  Japan  was  the  major  buyer  at  152,200  pieces,  with 
smaller  purchases  by  South  Korea  (73,200  pieces)  and  Taiwan  (55,400  pieces).  Exports  were 
353,700  pieces,  with  whole  cattle  hides  totaling  294,900  pieces.  The  major  destinations  for 
whole  cattle  hides  were  Japan  (138,100  pieces).  South  Korea  (57,400  pieces),  and  Taiwan 
(43,100  pieces).
